ORDER 

This Cause is before the Court upon the Defendant’s Motion to Suppress Physical 
Evidence and Statements Based Upon Illegal Stop (the “Motion”) (D.E. 14). 

THE COURT has considered the Motion and is otherwise fully advised in the premises. 

This matter was referred to Magistrate Judge John J. O’Sullivan, who, on December 3, 
2018, held an evidentiary hearing and, on December 7, 2018, issued a twelve page Report (the 
“Report”) (D.E. 34) recommending that the Motion be denied. Both parties were given fourteen 
days to fde objections. Neither party fded objections. See LoConte v. Dugger, 847 F.2d 145 
(11th Cir. 1988), cert, denied, 488 U.S. 958 (1988) (holding that failure to fde timely objections 
bars the parties from attacking factual findings on appeal). 

Upon de novo review, the Court agrees with Magistrate Judge O’Sullivan’s 
recommendation and concurs in all of his findings. 

Accordingly, it is hereby 

ORDERED AND ADJUDGED that the Report, D.E. 34, is RATIFIED, ADOPTED, and 
AFFIRMED. It is further 

ORDERED AND ADJUDGDED that the Motion, D.E. 14, is DENIED.
